FCI to receive 29 inmates 
under U.S.-Mexican treaty

F.C I Lompoc is scheduled to receive 
29 more prisoners today under the 
U S Mexico prisoner exchange treaty 
that took effect Dec 1, officials said 
Thursday 
That brings to a total of 73 the number 
of transferred prisoners brought to Lom­ 
poc out of a total 233 men and women 
returned so far to the United States from 
Mexico. 
However. 29 prisoners have already 
left F C I Lompoc, the institution in a 
little over two weeks having processed 
the men and sent them to halfway houses 
near their homes throughout the country, 
officials said 
The 29. of 44 men who arrived in two 
busloads this month, were sent home by

Prison staff said that openings in 
halfway houses in the communities of 
the 13 remaining prisoners could not be 
found 
Currently five abide in the 
minimum security camp Most of the 13 
have parole dates set for January, others 
for February or March 
Prison officials said they’ve heard 
criticisms, complaints and news media 
editorials that the Mexico-transferred 
prisoners had received special treat­ 
ment. but denied this 
They said it might appear so, because 
so many arrived at once and almost all 
had very close parole dates They said it 
is normal procedure that when a 
prisoner has an upcoming parole date 
prison staff attempts to move them in 
Community Treatment 
Centers, or 
halfway houses 
F.C.I expects to receive still more 
prisoners in February, when another 
plane load from Mexico will be tran­ 
sported to the United States. 
Turnbo said that many prisoners were 
sent to Lompoc because the institution 
has room for them and the staff to 
process them 
Others went to Terminal Island. E l 
Paso, Texas and Arizona Women were 
transported to the F.C.I. for women in 
Pleasanton Some 86 transferees remain 
in San Diego’s federal jail 
The Mexico-trasnferred prisoners, as 
all other newcomers to F.C.I., are 
placed in the Admission and Orientation 
Program, where they’re lectured on 
prison rules and informed of the oppor­ 
tunities — such as classes — available to 
them 
The transferred prisoners are assigned 
jobs, mainly janitorial and in food ser­ 
vices. 
John Brown, manager of the orienta­ 
tions program, said the men ranged in 
age from 21 to 47, though Lompoc's 
prisoners normally are 18 to 28 years old 


Brown said that for most of the 
Americans from Mexico, it was their 
first time in prison He said they had 
received sentences from four to 10 years 
In Mexico, the men might have earned 
work credits, but would receive no 
parole, since they were convicted of 
drug-related offenses. The United 
States.unlike Mexico, does allow parole 
for such crimes. 
Brown said his review of the medical 
records of the prisoners indicated they 
were all in good health

WARSAW, Poland (U P I) - President 
Carter, in an effort to soothe an angry 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat, said 
today the United States has no intention 
of trying to impose a settlement on the 
Middle East. 
At the first news conference a U.S. 
president has conducted behind the Iron 
Curtain, Carter said the United States 
will accept whatever agreement Egypt 
and Israel reach 
Carter did not rule out a meeting with 
Sadat somewhere on his nine-day six- 
nation trip. There has been speculation 
in Warsaw and the Middle East that he 
might see Sadat and Israeli Prim e 
Minister Menahem Begin in Tehran this 
weekend 
King Hussein of Jordan 
arrived in Tehran today for a Carter 
meeting 
The news conference beamed by 
satellite to the United States and parts of 
East Europe was dominated by a dispute 
caused by Carter’s comment Wednes­ 
day night in a television interview that 
he did not approve of creation of a 
Palestinian state. 
Sadat has termed the Palestinian issue 
the crux of the entire Middle East settle­ 
ment and said he was surprised, disap­ 
pointed and embarrassed at the Carter 
statement He said Carter had made his 
job as peacemaker “ very difficult.” 
Carter said today his position had not 
changed He said he favored a Palesti­ 
nian “ entity" tied to Jordan but not an 
independent Palestinian nation carved 
out of the Middle East. 
But. he added, “ any agreement that 
can be reached between the Israelis and 
Egypt would be acceptable to us.” 
Dealing with the international storm 
touched off by his remarks on the issue 
of a Palestinian homeland, Carter said 
he had made no decision to visit Egypt 
during his trip, but noted his schedule is 
flexible and he has “ a standing invitation 
from President Sadat " 
Should the situation warrant it, Carter 
said, “ we would certainly consider" a 
quick visit to Cairo — an apparent 
reference to Sadat’s unhappiness about 
Carter’s Palestinian remark 
Carter praised “ the brave people of 
Poland and particularly Warsaw," say­ 
ing, his talks on issues of peace and war 
with Edward Gierek, first secretary of 
the Communist Party in Poland, have 
been "very fruitful." 
Carter gave more details of his talks 
today with Gierek in his first visit to the 
Soviet bloc since he angered the Kremlin 
leaders early in the year with his out­ 
spoken stand on human rights. 
"W e discussed a wide range of sub-

jects," Carter said. “ I didn’t detect any 
significant differences of opinion 
between ourselves and the Polish leaders 
and we did not go into details on matters 
that are now not resolved between 
ourselves and the Soviets." 
Gierek told reporters in a separate 
meeting that he did not see eye to eye 
with Carter on his human rights view­ 
points. 
Carter said. “ We found no dishar­ 
monies of any significance between 
ourselves and the Poles or between the 
Poles and the Soviet Union ” 
Carter arrived in Warsaw with 
greetings of goodwill on his mission of 
adapting America’s foreign policy to a 
changing and diverse world, but many 
Poles were insulted and angry because of 
a mistranslation of his airport arrival 
speech 
The State Department interpreter 


produced laughs and then consternation 
A reference to Polish friendship came 
out as. “ I desire the Poles carnally." In 
a reference to his departure from 
Washington, the translation came out, 
“ when I left the United States never to 
return ...” 
Carter leaves for Tehran, Iran, Satur­ 
day where he will meet King Hussein of 
Jordan in an attempt to elicit his views 
on the question of creating some Palesti­ 
nian autonomy on the West Bank of the 
Jordan River and the Gaza strip He will 
also visit India. Saudi Arabia, France 
and Belgium 
The Middle East developments were 
beginning to overshadow the previous 
emphasis on U S-Polish relations as 
Carter went through wreath laying 
ceremonies in cold, gray, snowy weather 
that left many persons in the Carter en­ 
tourage with colds

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The govern­ 
ment index that is supposed to forecast 
the direction of the nation's economy fell 
02 percent in November after four 
months of modest gains, the government 
reported today.

Economic Indicators suggests that 
current levels of unemployment, infla­

(T hirty-five Santa Ynez V alley 
property owners lost a three-month bat­ 
tle this month to protect the value of 
their property from the development of a 
through county road in their back yards. 
This second and final article deals with 
their frustration, disbelief, loss of con­ 
fidence in a protecting government and 
with the insulting treatment at the hands 
of elected officials.) 


“ If you are going to deal with your 
local government, don't be naive ” 
That is the message from Richard L 
Pigman, property owner in Meadow 
Oaks development. Santa Ynez Pigman 
and his wife Anne led the battle to 
preserve the value of 39 properties in 
Meadiw Oaks against the future develop­ 
ment of a county road abutting the back 
of their properties. 


They lost 
Reflecting on their loss, the Pigmans 
regret their naivete from the very begin­ 
ning 
“ It all started to show when we ap­ 
proached the Office of Environmental 
Quality to determine what we could do to 
stop or abandon Santa Ynez Avenue from 
future development,” Pigman stated. 
“ They all seemed so nice and sym­ 
pathetic.” 
The Pigmans struck out in their efforts 
at OEQ when it was determined that the 
Hardin property lot split which needed 
the connecting Santa Ynez Avenue for in­ 
gress and egress was determined not to 
be technically adverse to the environ­ 
ment 
“ When they ruled on the technical 
question, we knew then that we would be 
getting into the political scene,” Pigman 
declared 
What they particularly remember 
about advice, mostly from planners, was 
the fact that they would not need an at­ 
torney to pursue their objections. 
“ When we asked for their advice on 
this matter they seemed surprised,” 
Pigman recalled 
“ ‘Oh, no, no, there 
would be no need for an attorney in this 
matter,’ was their reply.” 
The Pigmans were also particularly 
dumbfounded when they attempted to 
enlist the aid of the Santa Ynez Valley 
Improvement and Protective Associa­ 
tion headed by Frances Rose in ar­ 


bitrating the matter with the County 
“ Essentially we were told that the 
Hardins were here first," Pigman said. 
"W e knew we were in a hot bed of sym­ 
pathizers." 
They also drew a blank before the 
Santa Ynez Valley Advisory Committee, 
which objected to certain Meadow Oaks 
property owners using the county ease­ 
ment for their private property 
However, the committee took a neutral 
stand with regards to the status of the 
road 
“ They told us in no uncertain terms 
that it wasn’t enough to object to a full 
county thoroughfare behind our proper­ 
ties. but that we must come up with a 
solution." Pigman said. 
“ When we did, we still did not get their 
support.” 
As concerns property owner encroach­ 
ment. Pigman admits to this freely 
“ There are at least three property 
owners who have encroached on the 
county easement,” Pigman declared 
“ The Pigmans included ” 
Pigman explained that there was a 
great deal of uncertainty concerning the 
easement when the properties were sold 
They were led to believe that Santa 
Ynez Avenue was abandoned 
“ The Planning Department even said 
so to me." he added “ I asked them to 
explain but they sent me to the Transpor­ 
tation Department." 
Pigman said he then went to the Tran­ 
sportation Department where he was 
flatly told that the easement was a 
county road 
" If our encroachment was the big 
problem, the Hardins were equally guilty 
of encroachment,” Pigman said 
“ We 
recognized we were encroaching and we 
told them we were law-abiding people 
and we would do what it required 
(The 
transportation department subsequently 
ordered "11 removal of encroachment 
and the property owners are complying) 
Particularly disappointing to the 
Meadow Oaks property owners was the 
adverse decision by the Transportation 
Department concerning the alternative 
road plan through the Oliver property to 
the Hardin lot split Leland Steward, 
county transportation chief, ruled that 
placing the road midway on the Oliver 
property off Refugio Road would not 
allow enough sight alignment for safety.

divising committee meeting on

Steward termed the sight 
alignment through the center of 
the Oliver property "marginal 
at best ” 
Pigman claims that adjust­ 
ment could have been made 
through the Oliver property to 
require proper sight alignment. 
Steward said he could "live 
with" the access road placed at 
a “ one-third" point This was 
not. however, brought out in the 
appeal hearing 
The appeal hearing on

During the hearing at one 
point a supervisor was reading 
a newspaper. Pigman said In 
the course of the hearing, 
supervisors got up and left, 
returned, and left The minutes 
of the hearing back up the state­ 
ment with notations such as 
"Supervisor Yager was absent 
and returned at this time. 
Supervisor Fletcher was absent 
at this tim e ; Su p e rviso r 
Kallm an 
was absent and 
returned at this time.” 
Supervisor Wallace was the 
only one who gave us hts full at­ 
tention," Pigman recalled 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher 
was chairman of the meeting. 


"He gave us the impression 
that we were taking up his 
time." said Pigman 
Pigman said throughout the 
hearing there was a lot "going 
on in the hall” with Doree 
Webb, Supervisor Hedlunds ad­ 
ministrative assistant, conferr­ 
ing with Jack L Collison, at­ 
torney for the Hardins; Robert 
J Crowe of the Santa Barbara 
County 
T rails Com mittee; 
Frances Rose of the Santa Ynez 


Improvement and Protective 
Association, Loland Steward, 
county transportation chief and 
others 
"It was apparent that Webb 
was the key player," com­ 
mented Pigman, "as she kept 
going to the dais to report to 
Hedlund She never conferred 
with us." 
Pigman said he was allowed 
to present the Meadow Oaks 
property owners' case but was 
never allowed rebuttal nor sum­ 
mation nor presentation of 
charts 
He said that the property 
owners wanted to particularly 
answer the objections of 
Collison, representing the lot 
splitters. Collison had charged 
that the county easement in 
question had been encroached 
upon by the abutting property 
owners and pointed out that 
Pigman had built fences and a 
bam on the easement alleging 
that Pigman was attempting to 
gain use of the easement he 
never had in his deed 
"W e wanted to tell them that 
we were naive concerning our 
encroachment and that we 
would comply to leaving the 
easement, but we never got the 
c h a n c e .” 
Pig m a n 
said 
"Furthermore, I wanted to tell 
them of my documented ap­ 
proval by the county for the 
placement of my barn " 
Pigman said he was gaveled 
to silen ce by Su p erviso r 
Fletcher 
"Y et they allowed Collison to 
continue and others.” 


Pigman is particularly disap­ 
pointed and angry over the ac­ 
tion as concerns Mrs Oliver, an 
elderly lady, who had offered to 
give 60 feet of her land to 
mitigate the problem 


"Here she was. offering to 
give her property and what do 
they give her0” he asked "A 
county road five feet closer to 
her home.” 
The long fight is over but the 
arguments persist. 
Hedlund s administrative as­ 
sistant. Webb, today claims 


that the m ajority of the 
property owners in Meadow 
Oaks are now satisfied with the 
resolution of the issue She ad­ 
mits that she has not talked to 
any of them, but this is what 
she has heard 
Hedlund claims that Mrs. 
Oliver is also satisfied with the 
outcome 
"S h e ’s c raz y," said one 
Samantha 
Avenue 
property 
owner over Webb's claim 
"Nobody I know here is happy 
over this situation but what can 
we do about it now’ " 
Gertrude Alberts, conser­ 
vator for Mrs Oliver who lives 
with Mrs. Oliver, said that 
"M rs Oliver certainly cannot 
be described as being quite 
satisfied with the arrangement, 
only resigned to the matter " 
Supervisor Hedlund, com­ 
menting on the entire matter 
and his vote, states that he was 
influenced by the arguments of 
attorney Coliison and by the ad­ 
ded expense the Hardin's would 
have incurred with the alter­ 
native plan 
T his p a rtic u la rly g alls 
Pigman who said his wife asked 
Hedlund if they would need an 
attorney in presenting the 
Meadow Oaks case and was told 
it would not be necessary 
Furthermore. Pigman states. 
Meadow Oaks property owners 
were ready, willing and able to 
pledge to “ make up the dif­ 
ference" in costs to the Hardins 
but were prevented from in­ 
troducing this into the hearing 
in rebuttal 


Hedlund said he further did 
not approve of private property 
ow ners 
e n jo y in g 
p u b lic 
property as if it were their own 
Pigman counters with the 
fact that "we have always told 
the county that we are law- 
abiding citizens and that we 
would do what they asked in 
regards to the encroachment 
and we are doing so." 


The e x p e rie n ce of the 
Meadow Oaks property owners 
with their government will not 
easily be forgotten

Once-a-month birth 
control pill tested 


S H R E W S B U R Y , 
Mass 
(U P I) — A birth control pill 
women would take only once a 
month and which may be safer 
than the present oral contracep­ 
tives is being tested at a Massa­ 
chusetts research center. 
The pill contains a synthetic 
of the hormone prostaglandin, 
which is produced in several 
species of mammals. It has 
been administered to monkeys 
at the Worcester Foundation 
for Experimental Biology for 
one year. 
John McCracken. 43, an en- 
dicrinologist, said in an inter­ 
view published in the Worcester 
Telegram today that he and 
chemist Josef Fried of the 
University of Chicago also are 
giving the pill to some pregnant 


monkeys to see if it could be 
used to terminate pregnancy in 
an early stage 
The birth control pills cur­ 
rently being used, which con­ 
tain the hormone estrogen, 
have been associated in some 
studies with increasing the 
likelihood of breast cancer, 
heart attacks, strokes and blood 
clots 
McCracken said prostaglan­ 
din might be safer than the pre­ 
sent pill because it would be 
used only once a month and he 
said there is no evidence to as­ 
sociate it with causing cancer. 
The pill, besides being used to 
prevent pregnancy, also might 
be used if a woman's menstrual 
period is late and she suspects 
she might be pregnant, he said

MADRID, Spain (UPI) - A 
bus jammed with marines on 
holiday leave crashed head-on 
into a 22-ton grain truck today, 
killing at least 24 people and in­ 
juring do/.ens more in one of the 
worst highway tragedies in 
Spanish history. 
Police said the smashup early 
this morning near the town of 
Leon 200 miles northwest of 
Madrid ripped the bus in two 
and scattered the dead and in­ 
jured over a wide stretch of the 
rain-slicked highway.

Officials at each 
agency immediately said they 
were unaware of any programs 
that might cause such explo­ 
sions

U S Geological Survey, for ex­ 
ample. said it has eliminated 
the possibility that the blasts 
were caused by earthquakes in 
the area 
It said geological 
testing of the outer continental 
shelf that involved explosives in

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Santa Ynez Valley year in review

The prolonged drought, a con­ 
tinued effort to maintain the 
character and atmosphere of 
the area coupled with new 
building which topped the $16 
million mark, an ever-growing 
tourism industry and the 
prolonged airing of new as well 
as 
peren n ial 
com m unity 
problems all marked the news 
scene in the Santa Ynez Valley 
in 1977. 


With the spanking new year 
of 1978 just around the corner, 
residents of the valley were 
looking with optimism to the 
next 12 months. 
Farmers and ranchers are 
happier than they have been 
during the last three years due 
to the bountiful Christmas holi­ 
day rains which dumped an 
average of about 2 50 inches to 
raise the season total to more 
than 3 50 inches compared to 
7.50 inches at this time last 
year. 
The 1976-77 rainv season 
ended with a total of 14 44 in­ 
ches. below the 17- to 18-inch an­ 
nual average. 
Last season’s 
rains in May, which produced 
1 85 inches, however, came at 
the wrong time as far as 
farmers were concerned with 
hay growers experiencing crop 
damage amounting to thou­ 
sands upon thousands of dollars 
Although grain and alfalfa 
hay prices dipped from the year 
before, 
tomato and grape 
growers looked upon 1977 as an 
excellent year 
Both crops 
produced hefty yields of top 
quality. 
The cattlemen weren’t par­ 
ticularly gleeful due to the shor­ 
tage of natural feed and the 
relatively high price of feed 
supplements 
Beef prices 
remained generally steady but 
admittedly were not as high as 
area producers desired 
Below normal rainfall during 
the past three years was evi­ 
dent at the sprawling Lake 
Cachuma behind 
Bradbury 
Dam in the upper valley. The 
level of the lake fell in the mid­ 
dle of December to a record low 
of about 700 feet — the sharpest 
decline since it first filled in 
April o f 1958 
The Sa n ta Y n ez R iv e r 
C o n s e rv a tio n 
D is t r ic t . 
Improvement District No. 
1 
was making preparations to 
pump water to its reservoirs in 
the Ballard and Solvang areas 
should the level of the dam fall 
below 690 feet and thus prevent 
usual gravity flow to the 
storage facilities. 
In addition, the water im­ 
provement district in 1977 com­ 
pleted the drilling of two new 
wells at a cost of $300,000 and 
financed with an interest-free 
loan obtained from the U.S. 
Bureau of Reclamation under 
emergency drought legislation 
With the exception of the 
Solvang Municipal Improve­ 
ment District, water purveyors 
in the valley approved subscrip­ 
tions to imported state water. 
The Buellton Community Ser­ 
vices District received good 
news in 1977 when it was in­ 
formed the Farmers Home Ad­ 
ministration had approved a 
district request of a $720,000 
loan and a $180.000 grant to ex­ 
pand the town’s water system. 
Bids on the project are due to 
be called soon, with the comple­ 
tion of the project required by 
April. 


As the year drew to a close, 
indications were that a six-year 
effort to provide the town of 
Santa Ynez. which has been un­ 
der a building moratorium 
since January, 1974, with a 
sanitary disposal system would • 
reach fruition 
By the end of 
December near accord had 
been reached between the Santa 
Ynez Community Services 
District and SM ID on the execu­ 
tion of joint powers sewer 
agreement. Should the negotia­ 
tions between the two districts 
fail. Santa Ynez could have 
another choice of financing the 
project with funds from the 
FmHA in the form of a $500,000 
loan and a $700.000 grant.

Valley Advisory Committee 
and its various subcommittees 
conducted a series of extensive 
meetings 
dealing 
principally 
with land use and road circula­

Sports in 1977 was neither a vintage 
nor a flat year Out of 365 days a lot of or­ 
dinary people became stars and a lot of 
stars faded away 
Picking a top sports story in '77 
requires the wisdom of Solomon But if 
there was one personality, locally and 
nationally that made '77 worth reading 
about. I'd have to go with Roy Howell. 
Howell began 1977 in an unfamiliar 
place—on the bench with the Texas 
Rangers 


The Rangers had acquired Bert Camp 
paneris as a free agent shortstop That 
moved Toby Harrah to third and Howell 
kept moving closer to the bench 
At 23. Roy felt he had some good years 
left in him — he was too young to be 
turned out to pasture. 
After going 0-17 in eight games, with 
Texas. Roy began seriously talking about 
a trade 


The Rangers obliged and sent the 
young third baseman to Toronto for 
Steve Hargen and Jim Mason and a 
reported $200,000 
“ They weren't going to let Roy go 
cheaply." said Toronto manager Roy 
Hartsfield 


The night Roy arrived in Toronto, he 
was inserted into the lineup and broke 
his 0-17 streak 
Not only did he break the streak, but 
Roy promptly went on a 15-game streak 
and raised his average to well over 300 
"A ll I have to do is play every day to be 
effective," Roy said in an interview in 
June 
He proved his effectiveness in New 
York, on Sept 10 as he drove in nine RBI 
with five hits, including two home runs. 


Roy closed out the season with a 302 
average, nine home runs and 44 RBI. 
Not bad for a guy who was riding the 
bench 
Coming in a close second was the Lom­ 
poc Braves’ outstanding football team 
Before the first pad was popped this 
reporter was talking to coach Mike 
Warren and Warren joked " I always tell 
reporters we'll be lucky if we win a 
game ' 
Very funnv, Mike 
After the season was all over the 
Braves had 12 victories on their side of 
the ledger against a single defeat. 
The twelve consecutive wins is a 
school record and the 12-1 mark is the 
best the school has experienced in 57 
vears of playing football 


To top it all off. 10 Braves were named 
to the all-Northern League team and four 
were placed on the all-CIF squad 
After 13 games, senior tailback Pat 
Fridrich led the entire Southern Section 
in rushing with over 1.800 yards. 
Fridrich was named MVP of the 
Northern League and a first-team per­ 
former on the all-CIF team. 
Mike Walker, who made more tackles 
than Jimmy Carter has peanuts, was 
also named to the NL and CIF teams 
If I were to write a headline for this 
next story, it would read Bratz finds a 
place with the Suns. 
Mike Bratz. Lompoc's contribution to 
the National Basketball Association, is 
another in a long list of Lompocans who 
made the grade in professional sports 


Besides his basketball prowess, Mike 
was graduated from Stanford University 
with a BA degree in economics. 
Two collegiate honors Bratz took with 
him were Stanford s MVP award and 
academic 
All-American 
Mike main­ 
tained a 3 2 grade point average while 
throwing in a lot of jump shots for the 
Cards 


On the weekend of graduation, the 
Phoenix Suns took Mike in the second 
round of the college draft 


Mike went through rookie camp, the 
LA Summer League and finally made the 
grade at the pro camp in September 
Though he is the fourth guard on the 
team. Mike has been enjoying increased 
playing time and has made the most of 
it 
In the Suns' last victory, 131-105, over 
the Seattle Supersonics. Mike hit a 
season-high 15 points. 


Other big stories of '77 included: Joe 
Namath riding the bench for the Rams; 
Rams losing in playoffs to Minnesota 
Dodgers beat out C incinnati and 
Philadelphia for National League pen­ 
nant; 17-vear-old Steve Cauthen wins $6

Jan 5 
Sound like a fantasy from the 
mind of Walter Mitty or George 
Plimpton1’ That's what it is. for 
every body but Bill Bonham 
The 29-year-old right-hander was 
traded to the Reds last October 
a fter seven seasons w ith the 
Chicago Cubs in which he won 53 
games and lost 70 Reds manager 
Sparkv Anderson immediately sl­ 
ated him to start along with Seaver 
After Blue was acquired three 
weeks ago Anderson reiterated that 
his starters would be Seaver. Blue 
and Bonham 
The 6-foot-3 sinkerballer took time 


out trom painting his Solvang home 
recently to talk to the Record about

But I guess Cincinnati 
doesn't like to go into the free agent 
draft In the two years they haven't 
even drafted a player So they were 
willing to trade for me 
"They gave me a fair contract so 1 
was willing to go there without.

Then we got a little tired and we 
lost Bruce Sutter for a month He 
was our mainstay He'd come in and

The fatigue factor is even worse

I’rior to the 1977 season the Cubs

T H E OLD SALT 
Most Northern California ski resorts report excellent ski 
conditions for New Year’s weekend 
Heavenly Valley, China Peak and Mammoth, are all runn­ 
ing at full speed, with all lifts and all runs operational. 
A snow storm Thursday night dumped two to four inches of 
powder on an existing 4-foot base at China Peak. This mor­ 
ning's temperature was a fairly warm 35 degrees. Chains are 
required 
Mammoth, with a six-and-a-half foot base, has not had 
snow in two days, but conditions are still favorable 
Heavenly Vailey received one to two inches of new snow, 
topping off their 50-inch base. On the California side, chains 
are advised 
The deer kill during California's 1977 hunting season 
totaled 36,687 bucks, an increase of 23 percent from the 
29.784 total for 1976 seasons, the Department of Fish and 
Game reported today on the basis of tag returns. 
The final tally, which was completed on Dec 15, indicated 
a late season kill of 26,875 deer, an increase of 40 percent, 
and a total of 9.812 animals taken during the early season, 
which was down 8 percent The 1976 tag returns were 19,137 
and 10,647, respectively. 
The take was up significantly, the DFG said, despite the 
fact that hunter pressure was only equal to or less than that 
for the previous year in most areas 
However, in 
northeastern California’s zone X where hunter pressure was 
up more than 20 percent, the kill rose from 1,540 in 1976 to 
3 014 in 1977 The take there still was below that prior to the 
zone X designation, however 
Archers had their best season in history, taking a total of 
778 animals, up 82 percent from the harvest last year 
A drop in deer numbers in some areas due to drought con­ 
ditions and access problems was cited as the principal 
reason for the slight decline in the early season kill 
The late season harvest, the best in recent years, came 
when deer numbers were up in most herds. Improved fawn 
survival and good buck carry-over helped 
Leading county in the early season was Mendocino with 
2 872 deer reported taken Leading counties in the late 
season were Siskiyou and Trinity with 2,653 and 2,550, 
respectively 
Beginning Sunday. California Sport fishermen will need 
1978 licenses, which are now on sale at Department of Fish 
and Game offices and with license agents around the state. 
Angling licenses are issued on a calendar year basis, the 
D FG said in the reminder issued today 
Fees are $4 for the resident license, $2 for the inland 
waters valudation stamp and $3 for the trout and salmon 
stamp Cost of the three-day ocean fishing license is $2 
Also beginning Sunday, the fee for the California duck 
stamp will be $5 However, 1977-78 duck stamps for which 
hunters paid $1 prior to the first of the year still will be valid 
for use during the current waterfowl season

broke the law by not carrying

The workers had to cover 
costs of their illnesses or in­ 
juries out of their own pockets, 
but the state now reimburses 
them and takes action to regain 
the money — which comes out 
of the general fund — from the 
lawbreaking employers. 
Court judgments and ad­ 
ministrative actions are now 
\inder way against 119 em­ 
ployers. who the department in­ 
vestigators 
have determined 
should have, but did not, cover 
workers with the legally re­ 
quired insurance. 
In addition, the state has had 
the power since the start of 1977 
to close down such employers. 
During November alone, 41 
businesses were shut down 
after investigations found they 
were not covering employees. 
These 41 em ployers were 
ordered to make the required 
payments and were assessed a 
total of $18,450 in civil penalties 
before being allowed to reopen 
their businesses 
The Legislature gave this 
power to the departm ent 
because claims against unin­ 
sured employers reached epi­ 
demic proportions More than 
3.000 cases involving more than 
$10 million in claims have been 
filed with the department since 
1973 
Under an earlier amendment 
to the state Labor Code, which 
went into effect in September, 
1976. if the Workers’ Compensa­ 
tion Appeals Board finds that 
an injury is compensable and 
the employer uninsured, the 
employer shall pay a penalty of 
$500 per person employed on the 
date of the injury or $10,000, 
whichever is lesser

The crash of the Cessna 182 
about 12 miles northeast of El 
Cajon in San Diego County 
killed her grandparents, H 
Eugene McCaffrey.

Colo Their bodies were found 
in the wreckage. 


The plane was reported miss­ 
ing Tuesday after leaving 
Prescott. Ariz., for San Diego. 
A search began Wednesay by 
sheriff's officers and the Civil 
Air Patrol, but rescuers were 
hampered by poor weather. 


A signal from an emergency 
locator transmitter was picked 
up Thursday and a sheriff’s 
helicopter piloted by Dep. 
David Wilson took advantage of 
a break in the weather to land 
near the wreckage 


Deputies heard the girl's 
cries She apparently had been 
thrown from the wreckage. 


"Thank God she stayed with

Radio announcer Ben Grauer, who for 
decades announced the huge ball’s sliding 
down a pole on the roof of One Times 
Square, also died in May 1977. 
Thousands are expected fill the streets 
surrounding the Allied Chemical Tower 
and scream out a countdown as they have 
done for years. 


But Americans will feel the palpable 
absence of the short, pudgy Lombardo, 
who led the Royal Canadians for *«8 years. 
He died Nov. 5 at the age of 75. 
In Boston, “ First Night” — a bash of 
outdoor merrymaking made to order for 
those left uninspired by traditional New 
Year’s drunkfests — has not been affected 
by that city’s financial woes.

Enter 1978 


Once again, for the how- 
many-billionth tim e, our 
planet has completed another 
revolution around its sun and 
we celebrate the beginning of 
another new year. 
Why do we pick this par­ 
ticular day, Jan. 1, to begin the 
year0 
It does seem an odd time. 
W hy 
not 
D ec. 
21, 
or 
thereabouts (the date varies), 
the time of the winter solstice 
when the sun has reached its 
furthest point south of the 
equator and the days slowly 
start growing longer? To 
many ancient peoples, this 
was a time of celebration, 
marking the victory of the sun 
god over the forces of 
darkness. The folks, down un­ 
der might make out the same 
case for June 21, their winter 
solstice, our summer solstice. 
Or why not around March 21, 
the vernal equinox, when day 
and night are equal? This is 
the end of winter for us in the 
Northern 
Hemisphere, 
the 
beginning of spring, when new 
life begins to bud and all things 
are refreshed. This would 
seem, if nothing else, a good 
sentimental reason for making 
a fresh start, at least on the 


calendar. 
The autumnal equinox in 
September is also a likely can­ 
didate. The old year from 
summer to summer has run its 


the Norman Conquest. 
The Gregorian calendar, 
designed to correct errors in 
the Julian, came into effect in 
1582 and was immediately 
course, and the baby new year adopted by most of Europe. It 
sleeps in the cradle of 
lengthening nights. The old 
year welcomes him with a 
final burst of color and the 
animals grow silent, so as not 
to disturb him. 
A look at history tells us that 
all these dates were, at one 
time or another, used by 
various civilizations to begin 
the new year. The Jewish ec­ 
clesiastical year begins on 
March 21. although the civil 
year begins in September. The 
ancient Egyptians and their 
neighbors, the Phoenicians 
and Persians, observed Sept. 
21 . 
For the early Greeks the 
year commenced on Dec. 21, 
as it did for the Romans before 
Julius Caesar. With the adop­ 
tion of the Julian calendar, the 
day was moved to the first of 
January. 
In medieval Christendom, 
March 25 was the most widely 
observed date, with the excep­ 
tion of England, where Dec. 25 
was New Year’s Day, before 


returned New Year’s to Jan. 1. 
Again ECngland was an excep­ 
tion, until 1752, when she and 
her 
A m e rica n colonies 
followed suit. Russia still 
follows the Julian calendar 
and chronology in Asian lands 
is another complicated mat­ 
ter. 


All of which goes to show 
that the choice of the day to 
celebrate is arbitrary in terms 
of history and cultures. But as 
with most such observations, 
it is not the actual time of year 
that matters but the spirit that 
infuses it. It makes no dif­ 
ference what day of the year 
we select as our New Year’s 
Day — that time for personal 
stocktaking, a brief pause to 
look ahead toward the coming 
months. 


The only thing that matters 
is that we accept the new year 
as another chance to live a lit­ 
tle more fully, a little more 
humanly, a little better than 
we did in the year gone by.

Smuggling illegal aliens 


WASHINGTON — At remote tables in 
the better restaurants of the border town 
of Nogales, Mexico, nattily dressed men 
can regularly be seen plotting business 
deals over tequila martini lunches In the 
alleys behind the restaurants, other 
types of “ businessmen” are scheming 
tawdrier transactions 
the 
lu c r a t iv e 
smuggling of illegal 
Mexican workers into 
the United States 
The assembly line 
for th is trad e in 
human misery begins 
across the Rio Grande 
in the dingy bars and 
cantinas of the Mexian 
p art of 
N ogales. 
There, touts operate 
o p e n ly . 
p u ttin g 
to g eth er package 
deals that promise Mexican peasants il­ 
licit entry and iobs in the United States. 
The poverty-stricken illegal aliens often 
w o rk , at su b stan d ard pay. for 
millionaire ranchers and profiteering 
businessmen as far north as Idaho 


These are some of the seamier vignet­ 
tes observed by two of our reporters. Hal 
Bernton and Doug Foster, during an in­ 
vestigation of conditions that have 
produced a flood of illegal Mexican im­ 
migrants into the United States The 
rush of north bound Mexicans is creating 
economic, social and law enforcement 


problems ot expUv ive proportions. 
Rernton and Foster quickly found that 
the easiest and cheapest illegal way to 
transit the U S-Mexican border is to 
walk across To prove it. they slipped 
through the barbed wire border fence 
themselves one night 


They had been given some tips on 
bordercrossing by a 50-year-old 
campesino. Jose Garcia. The father of 
eight sons he could find no work in Mex­ 
ico He had crossed the border on foot a 
few weeks earlier, hoping to work at a 
Phoenix ranch for $7 a day Garcia had 
been caught and was being shipped back 
to Mexico, but he will soon cross again 
“ My family is hungry There are no jobs 
in my village and there is no land to farm 
back home What choice do I have0 
he 
sighed 


Rernton and Foster set out on foot 
from Nogales after moonrise 
They 
trudged into the desert, following a well- 
beaten path that paralleled the fence 
demarking the border Charred campfire 
remains and shreds of clothing snagged 
on the top of the fence attested to 
previous crossovers 


They spotted a hole in the barrier and 
quickly wriggled through They hiked a 
mile through the barren desert and soon 
emerged on a main Arizona highway 
heading north It had taken them only 30 
minutes to achieve their surreptitious 
entrv into the United States.

“ Happy safe and sane New Year, dear!" 


Illegals who travel by foot must cir­ 
cumvent border patrol sensors and elude 
checkpoints 
Their chances of being 
picked up and deposited back in Mesico 
are fairly high 
Thus has evolved an organized racket 
to smuggle illegal aliens across the 
border in cars and trucks U.S. officials 
told our reporter the going price for safe 
delivery is $150 a head But they were 
able to arrange a better bargain in a fly- 
specked Mexican bar 


They posed as F.uropean students who 
could not enter the United States legally. 
Within minutes, a thin greasy-haired 
stranger sidled up to one of them, 
flashed a gold-toothed smile and shortly 
arranged to have them smuggled into 
Tucson for $120 The stranger failed to 
make the rendezvous 


The next evening, they approached a 
taxi parked near the chain link border 
fence 
The driver mistook them for 
agents of an Arizona ranch and proposed 
a deal for illegal laborers 


He offered not only to recruit a work 
crew but to see them safely across the 
border 
Our reporters were required 
only to meet the consignment of men on 
the other side and whisk them to their 
ranch If stopped by border patrolmen, 
our reporters were told, they should 
simply deny knowing the the Mexicans 
were illegal They were assured they 
would be freed while the men they had 
brought would be returned to Mexico. 


Border patrol officials confirmed the 
difticulty of building a strong court case 
against such flesh peddlers. The only 
witnesses against them are frightened 
Mexicans who refuse to testify in U S 
courts before being deported, said the of­ 
ficials 


Border patrol official Carl E Judkins 
wearily recounted his 10-year struggle to 
nail a man he identified as the godfather 
of illegal alien smuggling. His quarry 
was Vicente Ruiz-Tellez, whose illicit 
underground railroad shipped laborers to 
such distant spots as Idaho and Illinois 


Like Captain Ahab, who chased the 
great white whale. Judkins relentlessly 
pursued Tellez and succeeded in getting 
him deported 
Later he accompanied 
Mexican police as they arrested Tellez 
and jailed him on criminal charges 
But today. Tellez is back in charge of 
his far-flung smuggling empire, living 
comfortably under an unknown alias in 
Chicago The vengeful Mexican criminal 
put out a death contract on Judkins' head 
and the border patrol official took an ex­ 
tended vacation 


The grustrated Judkins is now back at 
work in the Border Patrol's Tucson of­ 
fice trying to ferret out Tellez' assumed 
name and bring him to book again.

SAN DIEGO — (N EA ) — “ Fairness" 
may be the one value cherished above all 
others in our society — and the farmers 
of the Imperial Valley say “ fairness” is

That sounds just

But the con­ 
troversy. contested in 
state and federal 
courts for more than a 
d e ca d e 
and 
sporadically

in Congress ever since 
the turn of the cen­ 
tury, 
unfortunately 
doesn't lend itself to 
quick and easy resolu­ 
tion 
The issue 
Should 
the 
g o ve rn m e n t 
belatedly enforce a 1902 law limiting to 
160 acres the tract any individual can 
farm on land irrigated with water from 
federal reclamation projects? 


The stakes are high 
The annual 
agricultural production of the valley is 
valued at $300 million to $500 million Ap­ 
plication of the law probably would lead 
to forced sale of thousands of acres of 
the nation's most bountiful farmland 


In theory, the matter ought to be a 
local concern of little interest to anyone 
outside the Imperial Valley, centered on 
the communities of Brawley and El 
Centro 100 miles east of here in the 
southeastern corner of California 


But 
'Citizens for Governm ent 
Fairness.” a committee established by 
the valley's farmers, has initiated a well- 
financed national campaign to promote 


its cause 


Full-page advertisements have been 
purchased in major magazines and in 
newspapers as far east as Washington A 
toll-free telephone number has been set 
up to receive calls from potential sup­ 
porters in every state 


When California’s Republican party 
held its state convention here several 
months ago. the farmers organized a 
major demonstration — but that was 
only a warmup for the “ media event” 
they staged when President Carter flew 
to Los Angeles to address a Democratic 
party fund-raising dinner 


Hauled in from the valley were 93 mas­ 
sive field tractors, whose drivers staged 
a unique picket of the hotel where Carter 
appeared 
Accompanying them were 
more than 3.000 neighbors, including the 
entire 95-member marching band from 
E l Centro High School and a companion 
contingent from Brawley. 


Hundreds of the demonstrators were 
attired in brightly colored T-shirts 
emblazoned with a single word: 
“ Fairness ” The group’s leaflets, its 
stationery and its advertisements also 
display one dominant word: “ Fairness ”

concocted, as might be expected, by a 
high-powered Los Angeles firm 
specializing in political consulting and 
public relations

As far as we are concerned. Senator S 
1 Hayakawa nearly said it all this week

Senator Hayakawa is deeply concerned 
that a majority of members of Congress 
are not facing the issue or even trying to 
face it, because “ so many of them are all 
at work at this business of redistributing 
the income "

so hard at the redistribution9

that when one gives away something of

hundred miles to the northwest in the 
San Joaquin Valley. 
In that latter case, some farms encom­ 
pass 50.000 acres or more, many are 
owned by large agribusiness corpora­ 
tions and there never has been even a 
laeade of legality about their operations 
Although more than half of the farms 
on the almost 440,000 irrigated acres in 
the Imperial Valley exceed the statutory 
limitation, they generally range from 500 
to 2.000 acres and few are owned by cor­ 
porations 


Many of the farms have been worked 
by the same families for two or three 
generations, and the Interior Depart­ 
ment ruled in 1933 that they were not 
subject to the acreage limitation. 


That exemption, however, was secured 
under questionable circumstances and 
was nullified by both a subsequent 
Interior Department ruling in 1964 and a 
decision handed down three months ago 
by the U S Court of Appeals for the 9th 
Circuit 


“ Fairness” is indeed a fine standard to 
use in resolving the continuing con­ 
troversy But the talents of a latter-day 
Solomon will be required to apply that 
concept equitably.

The cost, thankfully, isn’t. 
All you need is the paper, the 
wax crayon, some tape, a 
brush to clean the surface to 
be rubbed and knee pads if 
you're going to be kneeling 
in cemeteries taking impres­ 
sions of gravestones. 


Of course, there are some 
finer points. The wax crayon 
or dry rubbing method is 
best suited to a flat surface, 
like Howard's necklace. A 
raised surface requires the 
wet method, which involves 
one more step and one more 
ingredient The paper, after 
taping, has to be sprayed 
lightly with water. Then, 
instead of using a crayon, 


you pick up the design by 
rubbing a rag containing a 
paste made of graphite pow­ 
der and oil over it.

When Toshio Nakagawa 
ran out of his storage hut 
shouting “I’ve done it! I’ve 
done it!” he didn’t once 
worry about his breath. 
What Nakagawa had done 
was invent an odorless gar­ 
lic. Now diners worldwide 
can all breathe a little easi­ 
er. 
But the 66-year-old former 
rice farmer did not do it 
without a lot of hard work, 
luck, family encouragement 
and breath tests (16 years 
worth), as he revealed in a 
recent New York Times 
interview. 
“ I worked on this so 
hard,” Nakagawa said, 
“that people call me the 
garlic nut.” And at last his 
nuttiness has paid off. The 
giant Mitsubishi Corpora- 


tion, Japan’s largest trading 
concern, will begin market­ 
ing the revolutionary spice 
in that country shortly. 
Unfortunately, the rest of us 
will have to hold our breath 
a while longer. 
The problem is one of 
patenting Nakagawa's dis­ 
covery. Since garlic can pro- 
pogate itself, a buyer can 
just stick it in the ground 
and it’ll take root. And there 
would go Nakagawa’s sole 
claim. Until the legal prob­ 
lems are worked out, it could 
be a couple of years before 
its distributed international­ 
ly. Then it will probably sell 
for twice the price of the old- 
fashioned smelly kind. 
Which is cheap, considering 
all the friends it may save 
you.

Big bucks for Bronson 


Just what it costs to keep 
(liarles Bronson’s entou­ 
rage happy on one of his film 
locations is enough to pro­ 
duce another entire picture. 
That’s the discouraging 
news revealed in Variety for 
those who feel too much 
money is being spent on 
movies these days. 
Bronson and wife Jill Ire­ 
land never work without 
having their entire family 
along for the shooting. This 
means six children and up to 
14 maids, servants, valets, 
tutors, etc. 
Their latest picture, 
“ Love and Bullets, Charlie,” 
cost $8 million before pro­ 
duction finally ended recent­ 
ly. Of that, Bronson received 
$1.5 million plus a percent­ 
age of the gross and all 
expenses for his troupe. 
They have occupied an 
entire floor at the best hotels 
wherever the company has 
moved in Switzerland, with 
special classrooms for the 
tutor to give the younger 
Bronsons their daily curric­ 
ulum from nine to three. In 
Geneva they had the fourth 
floor of the plush Hotel Des 
Bergues with 30 rooms, of 
which they actually used 20. 
Ten were sealed off tight. It 
cost approximately $2,400 a 
day, plus meals and other 
incidentals. And they don’t 
shoot movies in a week. 
The main reason for iso­ 
lating Bronson’s family as 
such was the kidnapping of a 
6-year-old Swiss heiress for 
$2 million ransom just as the 
film was set to go into 
production. It was thought 
the actor’s children would be 
prime targets for possible 
abduction.

band were going from Kan­ 
sas City to Omaha. She 
looked down at her legs and 
saw black and blue blotches 
scattered all over them. 
They stopped at a restroom 
and she discovered they 
were everywhere, even on 
her tongue. Her husband 
being a service man rushed 
her to the base hospital. 
They removed her spleen 
immediately and said if she 
had had any sudden jolt it 
could have killed her. 
Then there is dear old Dr. 
Marcus Welby. He had a 
story one day about a young 
boy who was brought in with 
bruises, and the parents 
were accused of beating 
him. It was finally diag­ 
nosed as a diseased spleen. 
So I find it difficult to accept 
the young doctor’s opinion. 
Patients can help doctors 
make a diagnosis, but if they 
don’t listen — what can we 
do? I would like your opinion 
and any information you can 
give me. Am I wrong in what 
I’m thinking? 


DEAR 
READER — 
I 
wouldn't dare disagree with 
both you and Marcus Welby. 
However, your fine young 
doctor may have done more 
than you think. A good way 
to find out if there is a 
disease 
present 
that 
in­ 
volves the spleen is to study 
the blood sample, and I’m 
sure he took one. 
The possiblity is that if you 
had a gall bladder attack 
your liver may not have 


been functioning normally. 
People with liver disease 
often do not produce enough 
of a 
substance we 
call 
prothrombin which is essen­ 
tial to normal blood clotting. 
There is a condition called 
idiopathic 
throm bocyto­ 
penic purpura (ITP) that is 
treated by removing the 
spleen in many cases. Dr. 
Maxwell Wintrobe of the 
University of Utah, a re­ 
spected hematologist, states 
that removal of the spleen in 
such cases results in 
a 
“cure” in about two-thirds 
of the cases, and “remains 
the 
ultimate 
therapeutic 
procedure of choice in ITP.” 
Now I hasten to point out 
that removing the spleen if 
you had easy bruisability 
from liver disease or from 
taking aspirin or any num­ 
ber of other problems would 
be useless. 
Your good doctor probably 
checked your platelets in 
your blood sample. These 
small cells are important in 
blood clotting and are signif­ 
icantly decreased in patients 
with ITP. In any case, I 
think it is true that doctors 
can 
learn 
a 
lot 
from 
patients. One only need cite 
the recent example of a poor 
woman with lead poisoning 
from 
contaminated 
bone 
meal who went to many 
doctors and never obtained a 
correct diagnosis. She fi­ 
nally diagnosed her own 
case. Fortunately, such epi­ 
sodes are uncommon enough 
to make news.

Super Handyman 
When caulk’s not enough 


by Al Correli 


Caulking gun cartridges are 
great because that tapered Up 
lets you govern the size of the 
bead of caulk by where you cut 
the tip. The closer to the car­ 
tridge, the fatter the bead. 
However, there is a limit, and 
sometimes the crack is wider 
than you can make the bead. 
When the crack isn’t all that 
wide, it’s deep and seems to 
swallow just about all the caulk 
you can squirt in. The solution is 
to poke in something that will 
take up the gap, and then come 
over with one or more beads of 
caulk to seal the crack. Oakum 
used to be the material most 
used. This is a sort of oily rope 
used in plumbing. The oiliness 
is a disadvantage in some 
cases. A better way is to use a 
strip 
of 
that 
foam-type 


screwdriver will poke it into the 
crack. It’s flexible enough to be 
crammed in, and then will 
expand against the insides of 
the crack. It comes in different 
thicknesses to fit different sized 
cracks. If the crack is so big this 
won’t work, you probably need 
to nail a piece of wood up there, 
or maybe widen it into a new 
door. 
* * * 
Dear Al: 
All stains look different on 
different species of wood. One 
way to find out how a stain will 
look on a particular piece of 
furniture is to test it first on the 
underside. Tables and chairs 
will usually have an unfinished 
bottom. Cabinets will have a 
place inside or on the bottom of 
a drawer. Testing first prevents 
your being unhappy after the 
complete job is done.

After pricing the preser­ 
vatives for woodm fence posts, 
I decided to see if there were 
other ways. I talked with my 
grandfather who used to 
operate a farm. He gave me his 
formula. Using 1 part penta 
(pentachlorophenol) and 10 
parts used motor oil, he came 
up with a preservative that was 
inexpensive and quite effective. 
The store-bought preservatives 
have a penta base, but buying it 
in concentrate and adding the 
used oil is much cheaper and 
makes use of the oil that might 
otherwise become a pollutant.

Sounds 
The real David Bowie stands up 


Rob Rattorson 


After a while the excite­ 
ment of meeting famous 
folks in music wears off, but 
I must admit that the 
thought of interviewing Da­ 
vid Bowie stirred a few 
flutters. A great deal of my 
apprehension had to do with 
Bowie’s enigmatic career — 
which certainly leaves a lot 
of room for questions. Sit­ 
ting in his posh hotel suite, 
waiting to be ushered up­ 
stairs for an audience, I 
w o n d e r e d 
w h o t h e 
chameleon-like star would 
be this time? 
The m o m en t B ow ie 
opened his door, I felt better. 
There stood a trim, spry 
fellow clad in jeans and a 
flannel shirt like a typical 
graduate student. The an­ 
drogynous ro ck er was 
nowhere in sight. Bowie’s 
warm right eye and the 
piercing flash of his dilated 
left pupil (the result of a 
childhood injury) combined 
to rivet my attention to his 
face, which offered a bright, 
natural smile. Here I was 
facing The Man Who Fell To 
Earth, Ziggy Stardust, a 
self-proclaimed Space Oddi­ 
ty. But instead he came off 
as the kind of intelligent but 
hearty bloke I’d want to 
discuss literature with over 
a few drinks. But for the 
sake of business, we chatted 
about him. 
About his image, Bowie 
was blunt: “What seems to 
happen is that the last char­ 
acter I play — I call them 
characters rather than im­ 
ages — would get laid on the 
next one, and there was such 
a build-up, a snowballing of 
characterizations that by 
the end it was such a con­ 
glomeration of contradic­ 
tions that nobody knew who 


the real me was. 
“ I never bothered 
to 
explain, partly because of 
the humorous aspects, that I 
was playing characters. I 
would take them into inter­ 
views, and do interviews as 
Ziggy Stardust, then Alladin 
Sane — all the way through 
from Colonel Tom to the 
Thin White Juke. So my 
characterizations would fol­ 
low about two years after I’d 
changed already.” 
Why has he shed his char­ 
acters? Bowie explained in 
his typical run-on style of 
speech. “It got to a point 
when I was in Los Angeles 
where it all started affecting 
me, coming back on me and 
affecting my sanity. And it 
was affecting my sanity. It 
got to be a serious threat at 
one point, because everyone 
was treating me like some­ 
body I wasn’t. It got me very 
worried, and at the same 
time I was equally worried 
about my writing style — I 
didn’t like what I was writ­ 
ing — so I figured I had to 
pack up everything I was 
doing in that vein and move 
back to Europe, and try to 
clarify why I wanted to write 
and go onstage, which is 
what I did.” 
The result was the album 
Low. “It was the first collab­ 
oration with Brian Eno, be­ 
cause I needed someone to 
bounce off, to ask advice 
about time structure, and 
motivation and process and 
method of writing. I got in 
touch with Eno, who is one of 
the few people, not in rock 
but associated with rock, 
who I felt had ideas on music 
which were similar to mine, 
which indeed they were. He 
helped me develop what we 
are doing now."

NEW LOOK for David Bowie may be the closest thing 
to the real McCoy yet, as the former Ziggy Stardust 
claims he’s abandoned his characterizations both on 
and off stage. 


With Low, Bowie went be­ 
yond the role-playing to en­ 
gage in a bit of idiomatic 
creativity. “It’s musical lan­ 
guage. There’s no character 
or environment involved. 
It’s a series of albums about 
playing around with musical 
language and how it works 
and what it can do.” 
He recorded his latest lp, 
Heroes in West 
Berlin 
because, in his words, it was 
“the antithesis of l» s Ange­ 
les. It provided the friction I 
needed for writing. 
“Being basically a painter 
at heart and in practice, 
though 
not a 
successful 
painter in practice — that’s 
still debatable and a m atter 
of personal opinion — I use 
rock and roll as a painter 
uses paints. 
“Exploring is the heart, 
the very premise of great 
art. And my section of rock 
and roll is much nearer the 
fine arts than it is to main­ 
stream rock and roll. And it

has come to light in the past 
few years that there is an 
area of rock and roll that is 
fast coming to surface 
mainly through people like 
Eno and Edgar Froese of 
Tangerine Dream.” 
Concluding with a dash of 
the d r a m a t i c , 
Bowie 
proclaimed,“I’m not a safe 
artist. I can only work on a 
dangerous line. I can’t work 
in the safety of my records 
selling or any accepted pub­ 
lic image. That is actually 
when I start to worry.” 
But that one question 
remained. Who is the real 
Bowie? “I don’t even know 
the real David Bowie if 
you’re talking about the kind 
of person you’ll find in Peo­ 
ple magazine.

Plants in the home... 
How to buy 


The other day at the end of a long 
photography session at the Brooklyn 
Botanic Garden, I gave the guard who 
had been opening doors and keeping 
an eye on camera gear for me a big 
bunch of leftover cut flowers He had 
hinted earlier, in his most polite Irish 
brogue, that some of the blooms 
would make his wife happy. 
As I handed the old man a bouquet 
that filled his arms — and would have 
cost an arm and a leg at retail — a 
young botanist studying the orange 
and jade-green inflorescence of a 
neanthe bella type palm in the same 
greenhouse remarked, “ Ohhh. Harry, 
you’re going to be in trouble tonight. 
If you take those flowers home, your 
wife will know you have been up to no 
good ” 
Sounds familiar, right9 Obviously, 
this problem could be avoided by get­ 
ting in the habit of bringing home a 
bouquet or plant on a regular basis 
It’s a good habit and one you can sus- 


tain for pennies a day. 
In fact, having plants and flowers in 
your life is no luxury, it’s a necessity. 
I have documented evidence in the 
form of a study conducted at a leading 
mental institution: Patients and staff 
alike enjoyed mealtimes far more 
with living flowers or plants on the 
tables than without 
As I’ve said before, it’s usually best 
to buy plants from a plant specialist 
you know and the same holds for 
flowers This is not to say that all 
blooms are bad unless they come 
from a florist. It’s just that your best 
bet is always the bouquet — or even 
single bloom — that has been handled 
with care by a knowledgeable person 
who loves and respects all plant 
materials. 
One check I sometimes make on an 
unknown source is to ask for a single 
bloom or stem of something — say a 
fragrant freesia If this small tran­ 
saction is handled cheerfully and the

cut flowers

flower is fresh. I know that a larger 
purchase will likely be successful. 
And. if the only way you can have 
fresh flowers in your life is on a 
pennies-a-day budget, you have to 
have an understanding, accom­ 
modating source. This week I happen 
to have a dozen roses by my 
typewriter — seven orange and five 
coral-pink in a 3-inch square glazed 
ceramic vase 8 inches tall and almost 
exactly the same dark green color as 
healthy rose leaves Next, I may have 
to settle for a single stem of mini­ 
carnations at 75 cents. 
Cut flowers offered at bargain 
prices may not be bargains at all. 
Sidewalk vendors in my neighborhood 
sometimes sell a bundle of 25 roses 
for $2 that should retail for $25 to $50 
There is a reason for this giveaway: 
the blooms are leftovers that didn’t 
sell in the wholesale market; no 
reputable florist would touch them 
The bargain in this situation would 
be to spend the $2 for a single rosebud 
from a known source. If you cut an 
inch off the stem at home and place it 
in a vase of warm water, the bud will 
gradually unfurl, become full blown 
after four or five days and possibly re­ 
main attractive for a full week In a 
bundle of 25 for $2 you’re likely to find 
nothing at all except a bunch of dead 
roses. 
Besides starting with fresh 
materials, here are some other tips 
for getting the most out of the money 
you spend for cut flowers: 
Buy flowers in season. Lily-of-the- 
valley commands a far higher price 
right now than it will next spring; the 
same is true of tulips, paper-white 
narcissus and forced branches of 
flowering shrubs. If you’re on a 
budget, a bouquet of white lilacs in 
the winter could cost as much as a 
roomful of lavender ones in May. On 
the other hand, only you can decide 
whether it would be nicer to have a 
little of the essence of spring now or a 
lot of it later. 
At home, recut the stems, removing 
at least a half inch. Cut slantwise with 
a sharp knife and remove any foliage 
that will be below the level of the 
water in the container. Cut woody 
stems, forsythia for example, with 
pruning shears, then hammer the bot­ 
tom inch until it splinters; this in­ 
creases water absorption and 
therefore the life of the blooms. 
Immediately after cutting stems 
and removing surplus foliage, place 


them to condition in warm water (100- 
110F ) that is several inches deep Ad­ 
ding a preservative at this time, 
available at florist shops, will prolong 
flower life and arrest bacterial action 
in the water 
Keep the flowers, while being con­ 
ditioned, in a cool place (50-60F ), 
ideally for several hours or even over­ 
night, then arrange them in a vase or 
container Always keep blooms away 
from warm air registers, drafts and 
direct sunlight, all of which ac­ 
celerate the loss of water and shorten 
their life 
Check the water needs of cut 
flowers every day. Even if they are 
arranged in florist foam it may be 
necessary to add some water. 
For maximum life from cut 
flowers, change the water daily, recut 
stems a half inch or so, and discard 
anything that is no longer attractive 
When some, or even most, of the 
flowers in a bouquet fade, don’t pitch 
the whole thing Pick out any buds or 
blooms that are still fresh; re­ 
arrange them in a small bouquet or in 
individual bud vases. 
In terms of dollars spent, and the 
time the cut flowers last, here are 
some of my favorites: miniature car­ 
na tions , 
button 
or 
pompon 
chrysanthemums, 
freesias 
(for 
fragrance). Enchantment or other 
hybrid lilies (the buds keep opening, 
one stem may last for two weeks or 
more) and single cut blooms of any 
protea (thistlelike flowers from South 
Africa which last indefinitely; some 
of them air dry beautifully).

But some vacationers have been 
complaining lately that their travel 
insurance, especially the cancelation 
and medical coverage, didn’t pay off 
because of a "Catch 22” in the fine 
print. 
The catch, they learned too late, in­ 
volved the definition of a "p re­ 
existing condition,” for which some 
policies exclude coverage. If, for ex­ 
ample, you had a heart attack 10 
years ago but now seem to be all right 
and you're not taking medication, you 
could have another heart problem 
just before your trip and have to 
cancel, or have it on your trip and 
need hospitalization. 
In this case some travel insurance 
packages won’t pay a cent because 
your heart attack 10 years ago is 
deemed a "pre-existing condition.” 
Some companies such as Continental 
Casualty give much more precise 
definitions for a pre-existing condi­ 
tion Continental says you’re covered 
for any illness unless you were under 
treatment or saw a doctor for it 
within 30 days before your trip. Other 
companies limit it to 60 days or even 
six months. 
But watch out for the policies that 
have no limit. This could include your 
entire life span and you could be 
stuck 
You don’t have to take the 
policy offered by any particular 
travel agent for any particular tour. 
You can look up insurance companies 
in the phone book yellow pages and 
shop for another policy that’s more to 
your liking 
The major insurance companies 
working through travel agents are: 
Continental Casualty, The Travellers. 
Mutual of Omaha and American 
Home Others, such as Hartford and 
In su ran ce Com pany of N orth 
America, work exclusively through 
insurance agents or brokers There 
may be others. 
Read any policy carefully, even if it 
requires a magnifying glass. Some 
com pan ies con sid er sk iin g a 
"dangerous sport” and exclude ski 
accidents unless you pay extra. 
Others cover skiing at no extra 
charge 
And be sure to check with your own 
personal or family group medical 
plan (if you have one) to see if you’re 
already covered for illness and acci­ 
dents on trips outside the country. 
The base majority of group plans 
cover you no matter where you go. 
Many travelers unwittingly buy what 


is in effect double coverage and pay 
extra for insurance they already 
have 
Rates for travel packages vary ac­ 
cording to the total benefits you select 
and the length of your trip. An ex­ 
ample: The Travellers charges $8 for 
a policy that covers up to $1,000 in 
medical bills. $30 a day for a hospital 
room and up to $200 extra for frac­ 
tures You also get $10,000 if you die in 
an accident and double that amount if 
the accident occurred in a public con­ 
veyance (train, plane, boat, bus, tax- 
i). 
To cover a refund of $600 if you 
cancel your charter flight because of 
an illness or death in the family, you 
pay $18 
To insure $600-worth of 
baggage on a 14-dav trip, you pay 
$13.70 
United Airlines is offering a 
"guaranteed snow” proviso on its ski 
package tours to six Western ski 
areas 
If you can't ski because of 
snow conditions, you get a free ride 
back home (50 percent refund on your 
round-trip ticket). There’s no extra 
charge for this form of "snow in­ 
surance " Some ski resorts are offer­ 
ing similar deals.

Home sale and taxes 
Q I will be 65 in February 1979 Is it 
true that you have to wait until you 
are actually 65 in order to get a tax 
break when you sell your home? I’ve 
had my home for 35 years and the 
profit on the sale will be sizable. Is 
there any other way to ease the tax 
impact? — A.W.G.. Hollywood, Calif. 
A You get a better tax deal if you 
sell your home after you are 65 But it 
must be after that age No jumping 
the gun 
There is a way to spread out the tax 
impact when you sell a home. If you 
do the financing for the buyer and 
receive monthly payments over the 
years, you’re only taxed on a portion 
of those payments each year. It can 
work for anyone who will realize a big 
profit on their home. 
Your local Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice office has a booklet on the sub­ 


ject called “Tax Information on In­ 
stallment and Deferred Payment 
Sales.” 
Basically, you cannot receive more 
than 30 percent of the home’s value in 
the first year after the sale. This 
would include the down payment and 
any other payments during the year. 
You have to figure your "gross profit 
ratio" on the home (and the booklet 
tells you how to do this) Then you use 
this ratio to calculate your taxes each 
year 
While this is a good way to spread 
out or defer taxes on a home that has 
greatly increased in value, it’s a 
tricky business and you need a lawyer 
to handle the job for you Get a 
lawyer who has had lots of experience 
in real estate The credit-worthiness 
of the buyer is crucial 


Q What’s the best way to deter­ 
mine the wearability of a carpet? Is 
there any particular blend of fabrics 
or weave that looks good and wears a 
long time9 — M L , Kansas City, Mo. 
A My carpet experts say there’s a 
new type of carpet called nylon Sax­ 
ony plush that looks nice enough for a 
living room or bedroom and yet will 
wear well in high traffic areas 
(stairway, halls and dining area). 
It costs around $14 to $15 a square 
yard and most good carpet dealers 
should have it. Remember, selecting 
a carpet is just half the battle. Buying 
from a good, long-standing carpet 
dealer is the other half Choose your 
dealer carefully. Get recommenda­ 
tions from local carpet cleaners or 
decorators. 


Q My fireplace works fine until the 
wind starts to blow outside. What’s 
the problem? — B.K.. Raleigh, N.C. 
A Bricklayers say that you’re get­ 
ting a down draft from the wind You 
can put a “cap” over the chimney o ra 
"table of stone” inside the flue to 
solve your problem. 
The chimney cap will keep rain and 
down draft out of the flue. A table of 
stone (four com ers of brick sup­ 
porting a slab of concrete) will 
minimize down draft while still allow­ 
ing the smoke to escape. Have a good 
chimney bricklayer do the job. Your 
local builders’ association should 
have names. 


Q Last summer, to comply with a 
local ordinance, we had our new 
swimming pool enclosed with vinyl- 
covered. chain-link fencing The fence 
comes within two inches of touching 
our house What can be done to pre­ 
vent damage due to a lightning strike 
on the fence? — R M., Escondido, 
Calif 
A Lightning protection engineers 
say you must install ground rods at 
each fence post near the house This 
will keep a lightning strike from arc­ 
ing to the house The rods and connec­ 
tors cost around $35 to $40 each and 
are obtainable from electrical supply 
companies

That’s where they like to let off trans- 
Atlantic passengers so that you get 
some exercise carrying your bags 
down the road to the Discourtesy Bus 
that takes you to Terminal Three 
Since the Discourtesy Bus has a 
doorway designed for Jack but not 
Mrs. Sprat, a really terrific set of 
steps and inside storage space that 
works exactly like a trash compactor, 
1 recognized it at once. At the same 
time, I also realized something was 
up The bus was cunningly disguised 
with a sign that dropped the “Dis” 
and just said “ Courtesy B u s,” 
although anyone who has survived the 
ride could tell you it wasn’t that. 
Curiouser and curiouser 


But that was merely the beginning 
Inside Terminal Three, things got 
curiouser and curiouser. 
Normally, vou see, six airlines (Air 
India. British Airways. El Al, Iran 
Air, Pan Am and TWA) sell standby 
seats between New York and London.

This is 
regarded as a big improvement on 
New York, where you must check in 
no less than three hours ahead.

Quite so, said a wise old owl at 
British Air. “What you should have 
done, ahead of time, is buy an ex­ 
change order,” she explained.

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a captain in Washington to 
finally say the Coast Guard 
hadn’t made up its mind.
